among the reſt he teſſs Scorlend, what pers 
= you may laugh at in England, but T 
wilh it may not be found too true in one 
$ence, tho* I hope not in the Sence he de- 
hgn'd it for, Yiz- That Sin in Scotland is but 
ſhamefac'd, timerous and lurking, in Come 
pariſon of what it is in England, and ef» 
pecially at Zo»dox; and then goes on to enu- 
merate all our Crimes in a Lift that has too 
much Truth in it. 
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| The Application is not ſo juſt as the

Caſe 1 am upon very exaltly. 


1. That they (Scotland) can never ſo in- 
corporate with” England as to become 
ONE People, . but they muſt at the 
ſame time contraQt a Share in the Guilt of 
all their provoking National Sins. 

. 2. That theſe National Sins then be- 
coming the Sins of Scotland as well as of 
England, Scotland muſt certainly become 
liable to a Share alſo in all the Plagues, Pur 
niſhments and judgments, that upon the 
continuing their Impenitency, GOD may 
think fit to inflict upon them. 


Now, not toenter into the Author's In- 
ferences drawn from hence to his Country 
Men againſt the Union, I muſt however 
tell you this very plainly, that we have too 
much tainted Scotland with the abominable 
Diviſions that over-ſpread our own Nation, 
and whither it will extend, but much more 
where it will end, Time alone muft dil- 
cover. 

It is but a melancholly RefleQion to 
make, and the Profpe& is fall of very un- 
bappy Particulars. 1. To look back on the 
debauching your new united Brethren with 
the Briberies, Corruptioas, and horrid Va- 
riety of ill Pra&ices, which for many Tears 
paſt have ruin'd the Morals of this Nation, 
And, 2. To view the miſerable Conſequen- 
ces of the Diviſions, which are now be- 
ginning to b= formed in that Part of the 
World : I muſt mention them apart. 

7, Our infeing Scotland with the Divi- 
fions and Parties that have come to ſo great 
a Head among us, and particularly with 
their Conſequences in Ele&ions z It is bad 
among vs in Evgland, but in Scotland it 13 
far worſe, becauſe the Suffrages in Scot- 
land are not made by the meaner People, 
ſuch as our Yeomandry of England, whom 
we call Freebs}ders, generally are ;' but by 
the Gentry of the whole Kingdom ; few, if 
auy in Scotland but the Gentry and Lairds, 
having any Vote in the Elettions ; nor is 
the Tenure of Lands the ſame there as here, 
or the Value of Freehold entitling a Man 
to yote the ſame z fince by the Scors AR of 
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Parliament 1631, which determin'd the 
tions of voting, the Perſon muſt 
bave Land holding of the Queen df 45's.

Now it is maniteft, that the Corruptions 
of EleQions-are of much more fatal Can- 
ſequences, when introduced among Perſons 
of Eftates and Intereit in their Country 
whether theſe Corruptions are down-right 
plain Bribery orno; I do not ſay, that Bri- 
bery can ſo readily reach Men of Eftates, as 
meaner Men, and I allow, it is not ordi- 
narily ſo; but in the Caſe 1 am upon, the 
Bribery of Intereſt, the Bribery of the Paſli- 
ons in Party-Quarrels, and Perſonal Pique, 
Family-Diviſions, and the like, are as fatal 


-as any; and as they will go farther among 


Men of Quality and Eftates, ſo they will 
laſt longer, and every way have more dan- 
gerous Conſ<quences than in other Caſes. 

And have we infefted Scothayd with our 
Divitions ? Let us remember we may have 
given them a Diſeaſe, all their Skill in State- 
Phyfick, and ours too, will be little enough to 
cure; /t's bard, no Nation can have to-do 
with us, but we will debauch their Morals, 
confound their Politicks, and ſet them to- 
gether by the Ears, juſt as we are our 
ſelves. 

2. And what ſhall we ſay to the Conſe-. 
quences of theſe things? Really they are 
bad enough every way, ſhall I name a few ? 
1. The Mouths of thoſe that formerly ex- 
claim'd againſt the Union, are kept open by 
it, and they have too much Cauſe given 
them to boaft of being true Prophets, in 
that they foretold, that ſuch a National 
Peace, as we promiſed them, is not pro- 
duced by the Union 3 and how ſhould we 
aſiſt in the Peace and Tranquility of any 
Nation, that have ſo effeQually deftroy'd 
our own? 2. We have for ever ſtopt our 
own Mouths at the FaQions and Diviſions, 
which may follow this unhappy Temper, as 
_ produced from our ſclves, and taker 
direaly from our immediate - Example, 
3. We can neyer pretend to blame Scot- 
land, let their Diviſions riſe up to what 
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Aclght they will, fince upon every Aal- 
raadvyerſioa we ſhall think fir to make upon 
that Head, they will immediately retort 
upon us, Phyſicians beal your ſelves, 4. All 
theſe Diviſions in Scorland, and all the Squa- 
done-War that is raiſed there, is only to 
quallifie the Gentlemeo, when they come up 
here, to look like their Neighbours, and 
ſome People ſay, it is nothing but a farther 
Teftimony, that this is an incorporating 
Union, 

Asto all the wild Extremes that this new 
Diviſion in Scotland: produces, I haye been

I'think, I had as good ler it ſleep, for Fear 
of Libelling my own Country, as one call'd 
the True- Born-Evgliſhman, that is, ſpeaking 
a Parcel of unhappy Truths that ſhould too 
much expoſe you.
